8. Building : a five-story, gray, stueeoed building with a 
light green, gable-type roof. The overall dimensions of 
the first three floors were larger than those of the 
upper two floors. The lower portion of the building was 
about 8 x 8 x 10 m. in size while the upper portion was 
6 x 6 x 10 m. On the roof was an antenna eight meters 
high. The uses of this building were not known to me. 


9. Road: a two-lane dirt road six meters wide which led 
Trom the Spisska Nova Ves- Dedinky road /ft, 1J/ to the 
airfield . 


10. Caserne Entrance : this entrance led to an unidentified 
caserne area and consisted of a railroad-type gate.

I | "lt was a caserne area for the Air Force. This 

entire area was enclosed by a steel mesh fence two meters 
high which was situated on top of a stone wall one meter 
high. 2^°TE: This area was larger than shown and 
contained many more buildings. 


12. Building : a single-story gray stuccoed building six by 
six by four meters in size with a red tile, gable roof. 

13. Building: a three-story, light brown stuccoed building 
50 x 12 x 15 m. in size with a red tile, gable roof. 

14. Building: a two-story, light brown, stuccoed building 
25 x 12 x 8 m. in size with a red tile, gable roof. 

15. Road : a two lane, dirt road six meters wide, from 
Spisska Nova Ves to Dedinky. Overlay, Pt. 3/. 
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
